The Zebra 
Killers 

THE so-called ‘Zebra’ killers 
who are believed to have 
killed twelve whites in San 
Francisco over the past six 
months have now been identi¬ 
fied as a Black Power group 
known as the Death Angels. 
They are also thought to be 
responsible for eighty deaths 
in California. 

According to the Mayor 
of San Francisco, Joseph 
Alioto, the group is dedicated 
to the murder and mutilation 
of whites. Their method of 
operation involved: “random 
shootings of whites in the 
streets, or mutilation by heavy- 
bladed weapons...” 

Three Blacks have been held 
on a variety of charges including 
murder, robbery and kidnapping. 
This was in spite of the fact that 
police had earlier been told to stop 
searching young Blacks in the city 
in their efforts to trace the killers. 
A Federal judge issued an injunc¬ 
tion against the searches after civil 
liberties groups claimed that they 
violated constitutional rights. 

This kind of hamstringing of 
the police can only lead to 
ordinary decent Americans taking 
the law into their own hands.

A RESERVOIR

Then in March 1967, Dr. S.G. 


Browne, Consultant Adviser in 
Leprosy to the Ministry of Health, 
revealed that despite measures to 
prevent it, leprosy was returning to 
Britain. Whilst stressing that there 
was ‘no cause for public alarm’, Dr. 
Browne admitted that the problem 
was ‘receiving serious attention’. 
However, he acknowledged that 
leprosy was very difficult to diag¬ 
nose, especially in its early and 
transmissable forms. He added, 
“The risk of leprosy becoming 
established is remote, but this is

“This explanation fits in with 
the known features of the disease 
and particularly with the high rate 
of spread in overcrowded housing 
conditions and amongst people 
whose natural defences are impaired 
by malnutrition. Other factors are 
relevant, however, and the most 
important is racial immunity. If 
either leprosy or tuberculosis is 
introduced into a community pre¬ 
viously free of the disease the 
spread can be very rapid indeed, 
presumably because of the lack of 
any inherited immunity to the 
bacteria.” 

Perhaps the high incidence of 
leprosy and other diseases like 
tuberculosis amongst immigrants is 
one of the factors involved in the 
rapid exodus of British folk from 
our big cities.

IRA march 
attacked 

AN Irish Republican parade 
through Manchester on Easter 
Sunday was attacked by angry local 
people. Some 100 Republicans were 
marching to a monument in Moston 
cemetery commemorating three 
Fenians who murdered an English 
policeman. 

This extremely provocative 
parade was led by a man in a black 
beret and dark glasses carrying an 
Irish flag. The marchers had moved 
only 100 yards when they were 
stopped in their tracks by an attack 
by three hundred counter¬ 
demonstrators paving Union Jacks. 
The staff of the Irish flag was 
broken as several British people 
ran among the Irish ranks, shout¬ 
ing and fighting. 

Mr. Harold James, a docker, 
and Mr. Henry Lloyd, a fitter, 
pleaded guilty at Manchester City 
Magistrates Court to using threat¬ 
ening and abusive words and be¬ 
haviour likely to cause a breach of 
the peace. Telling the court why 
he tried to help stop the march, 
Henry Lloyd said: “There are 
murders and bombing going on in 
this country ... and people are able 
to walk through the streets and 
boast about what they are doing.”
